London, Sept. 15—Robert Lorraine, 
the actor-aviator, flew across the Irish 
He left Holyhead 
Travelled 


channel yesterday. 
at 11.05 Sunday morning. 
60 miles, being out of sight of land 


for more than 40 miles, and then, 
when about to land, his aeroplane 
gave out, and he dropped into Dublin 
Bay, sixty yards from shore. 

Early in the morning Lorraine made 
@ couple of circuits of Holyhead Bay. 
Hie started from Peurhos park, Lord 
Sheffield’s seat, and disappeared from 
sight in eight minutes. 

It was not known here that he was 
going to make the attempt. Yachts- 
men in the bay about 1 o'clock saw 
an aeroplane descending from a great 
height. It struck the water near the 
Bailey lighthouse. 

Lorraine, who was wearing a life- 
belt, swam towards the lighthouse, 
from which a boat put out. Soon after- 
wards the Dublin steamer Adela low- | 
ered a boat and drew the partly sub- 
merged aeroplane to the side of the 
steamer. . 

Acroplane Not Hurt. 

After reaching the lighthouse Lor- 
raine set out again in a boat for the 
Adela and superintended the hoist- 
ing of his aeroplane to her deck. He 
found the injury to the machine was 
slight. The Gnome engine was in 
perfect condition. 

Lorraine proceeded to Dublin, and 
later returned to Holyhead, having 
made a record over-sea journey by 
aeroplane, 

It was a hazy morning. A deck- 
hand of the Adela first noticed the | 
aeroplane and cried to the captain: 
“Look at that great bird.” The cap- 
tain recognized an aeroplane flying at 
great speed towards Dublin. It soon}

IN CRIPPEN CASE 


Crown Has Not Yet Established 
Whethér Flesh Found is of 
Man or Woman. 


Canadian Associated Press. 

London, Sept. 16—-More expert evi- 
dence was called today when Crippen 
and Leneve appeared in the Bow St. 
eourt, Dr, Splisbury, pathologist, said 
that by the request of Prof. Pepper, 
pathologist of the University of Lon- 
don, he had made a microscopic ex- 
amination of a piece of skin. He 
formed the opinion that the mark on 
it was a scar and was an old one, but 
he was unable to say what part of 
the body the piece was from. Re- 
plying to Solicitor Newton for the 
defense, the witnes ssaid he was un- 
able to say whether the piece of flesh 
was from a man or a woman. 

Dr, Wileox, analyst, said the trouser 
of the pyjamas found in a box in 
Crippen’s house corresponded with two 
pleces he saw in the bars under ex- 
amination. After a considerable num- 
ber of questions had been put to Wil- 
cox by Travers Humphreys for the 
prosecution regarding his test for 
traces of poison, the witness said he 
had found two-sevenths of a grain 
of hyoscin. 

Wilcox thought life had continued 
Probably for one hour after the pol- 
son had been taken, The dose as 
usually prescribed was 1-200 part to 
1-000 part of a grain. Replying to 
further questions, Wilcox said he had 
found no cause of death except poi 
son, 

Humphreys asked: ‘‘What, in your 
opinion, was the cause of death?” 
“Poisoning by hyoscin,” replied Wil 
cox,

TWO YEAR SENTENCE 
FOR THEFT OF HORSE 


A Young Lad Recently Married Nam- 
ed Harry Lesuik, Convicted of Tak- 


ing an Animal Owned by John

Harry Lesuik, eighteen years old, 
and married a few months ago, was 


found guilty of horse stealing at a 
sitting of the District court at Fort 
Saskatchewan yesterday and sentenced 
to two years’ imprisonment in the Al- 
berta penitentiary 

Lesulk was charged with stealing a 
gray mare, the property of John Jak- 
ubes, from the homestead of the lat- 
ter, near Mundare, on July 27th last. 
He wis given a preliminary trial at 
Vegreville in August and was com- 
mitted to stand ‘trial in the District 
court. On the sureties of his father- 
in-law and two neighbors for $6,000 
he was released on bail 

Lesulk, Known also as Harry Bil- 
lare, lived with his father-in-law, Alex- 
ander Lesuik, a well-to-do Ruthenian 


settler, a few miles from Mundare 
On tho’ evening of Wednesday, July 
27, the boy brought a gray mare to 


the livery barn of Seigler and Rich- 
irdson at Vegreville. He offered the 
mare to Mr. Richardson for various 
sums from $160 down to $115. Mr 
Richardson valued the animal at $200 
and his suspicions being aroused, not- 
ifed the R. N. W. M. P. constable who 
took the mare in charge. Lesuik re- 
turned to Mundare, and then went to 
Edmonton, where he was subsequent- 
ly arrested on the complaint of Mr. 
Jakubes. 

For his offence the boy was sent- 
enced to two years’ imprisonment in 
the penitentiary by His Honor Judge 
Taylor, at the sitting of the District 


court in Fort Saskatchewan yester- 
day.

FIND LOST TRIBUTARY 
OF THE RIVER THAMES, 


Workmen Digging for Subway in Lon- 
don Cor 
Fifteen Fect Down Below the Sur- 
face, 


London, Sept. 15—What is thought 
to be one of the lost tributaries of 
the River Thames has just been dis- 
covered in an unexpected, if rather 
unpleasant manner. New subways are

Bishop Ingram Makes Confession of 
Faith—Audience of Three Thon- 
sand People Make Rafters Ring 
With Applause of Anglican Pre- 
lte’s Declaration, 


Montreal, Sept. 15.—A remarkable 
Protestant answer to the recent euch- 
aristic congres# was furnished this ev- 
ening at the Arena, when Bishop In- 
gram of London addressed the open- 
ing meeting of the convention of the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, and made 
a confession of his Protestant faith

“Why am I not a dissenter?” cried 
Bishop Ingram. “Because there is 
nothing from which I dissent.

CORNELL GETS ESTATE. 


Dr. Goldwin Smith's Property Valued 
at $832,000 Goes to American 
University. 


Toronto, Sept. 15.—The will of the 
late Dr. Goldwin Smith, given out in 
the court today, disposes of his estate 
of $882,000, about half of which is 
notes and mortgages, and the rest in 
stock, bonds, real estate and sundries.

GOT THE BULLION 


Detectives Say Big Aiaska Gold Rob- 
bery Was Committed on Steamer 
Tanana — Men Have Probebty 
Made Their Way to Mountains to 
Cache the Gold, 


Seattle, Sept. 15.—In the hills near 
Tanana special agents and deputies 
from the Alaska city are exerting ev- 
ery effort to pick up the trail of two 
Fairbanks miners. A clerk in the 
employ of the Washington-Alaska 
Bank of Fairbanks is Watched night 
and day and the movements of the 
purser of the steamer Tanana is kept 
under equally close surveillance. The 
theft of $57,500 from one of three 
treasure boxes brought to Seattle by 
the steamer Humboldt last week was 
committte@ the detectives believe, on 
the down-river'trip from Tanana and 
by the four men. The use of a dupli- 
cate ‘bank seal on the boxes by the 
robbers gave the detectives the first 
clew pointing to the guilt of the sus- 
pects. This, with the evidence gath- 
ered against the clerk, leads the auth- 
orities to believe an employee of the 
steamer Tanana who had acted as a 
relief for the pufser was “fixed” and 
permitted the two miners to enter the 
private compartments in which the 
treasure was stored. By means of a 
“jimmy” it is believed they pried off 
the heavy iron band protecting the 
seals, removed the end of the box, ex- 
tracted the gold and substituted the 
lead in its place. The wires and bars 
were then put back in place with 
duplicate seals. After the boat landed 
the two miners left Tanana for the 
hills, where they intended to hunt. 
They have not been seen since, 

Will Cache the Gold. 

They have evidenly made their way 
to the foothills of Kaihuh Mountain, 
where they have a cache and probably 
will return in the spring. It is be- 
Heved they will attempt to make their 
way out of the country. Special ag- 
ents and deputies from Tanana are 
now searching for the suspects. Should 
they be Tocated it is believed a des- 
perate battle will take place, The 
stolen gold is @ a peculiar color, say 
officials of the Washington-Alaska 
Bank, and will be easily recognized 
by the assayers should the thieves 
succeed in getting it out of Alaska. 

When M. Kalisu, owner of the 
Humboldt, received word settling the 
question as to the location of the rob- 
bery he left immediately for San 
Francisco on a business trip. 

Insurance men will watch the out- 
come of the robbery with great inter- 
est because of the question of the 
liability involved. In the event that 
the Yukon Steamship Company en- 
deavors to force the collection of the 
insurance, it is believed that the in- 
surance company will establish the 
fact that it failed to use due care in 
handling the shipment. 

Similar to Miller Robbery. 

The Miller robbery, which took 
place on the Tanana river in 1906, was 
an exact counterpart of this, with the 
exception that lead shot instead of 
bars were inserted to replace the bul- 
lion. 

Milier, who served time for the 
Tanana robbery, first became known 
as a waiter in Fairbanks, Alaska, 
when he had gone from California on 
a stampede to the goldfields. In 
California he had held positions of 
trust with various mercantile institu- 
tions. He obtained a job as watch: 
man on the river boat and from this 
vantage ground planned the robbery 
which for a time baffled the detectives 
on the case, such was the consum- 
mate cunning and originality displayed 
in the accomplishment of the theft. 
On his arrest he disclosed the where- 
abouts of the greater portion of the 
bullion on being promised a light term 
of “punishment. Nineteen thousand 
dollars, however, was never recov- 
ered, 

Cleverly Extracted Gold, 

The strong box from which the bul. 
lion disappeared in the recent rob- 
bery is made of heayy planking, and 
fortified with sheet-iron and wrapped 
wire. Heavy bank seals of red wax 
are poured into the depressions where 
the wires cross for the purpose of 
discovering any attempt to tamper 
with the fastenings. When the box 
was taken apart at the assay office 
it was shown that the removal of the 
contents had been effected by cutting 
the band about one end of the box, 
bending it back on both ends and then 
pulling the nails from the wood with 
a nailpuller, thus removing one end 
from the box. After the substitution 
of the lead for gold the box end was 
replaced and the iron band rejoined 
so cleverly as to entirely hide any 
signs of it having been meddied with. 
The absence of one wire nail from 
the woodwork was the only detall 
which the thieves overlooked in re- 
placing the wood and fittings.

College Street site.

Report on the Progress of Enrollment 
Edmonton Public School Board. 

Gentlemen: I beg to submit the fol- 
lowing report on the progress of en- 
rollment during September. The num- 
ber of pupfis admitted during the first 
three days of school was 2,120. Owing 
to bad weather the classes have been 
rather unsettled and it is only in the 
third week that pupils have come in, 
The inerease in September over Au- 
gust thus far has been about 263. With 
the return of those who are expected 
it is estimated that there will be not 
less than 2,500 pupils enrolled in 
September. The Alexander Taylor and 
McKay Avenue schgols have about 
the right number of pupils now, but 
Queen's Avenue and Norwood are both 
congested even since the opening of 
Delton school and it has been found 
necessary to ask the management 
committee to recommend the opening 
of a room at Syndicate and another 
at: Norwood Extensien. Peace Avenue 
is also badly. cengested and a tem- 
porary room is. recommended in this 
district. . Westmount attendance has 
about doubled. and an additional 
teacher is required here at once. 

The opening of a fourth’ room at 
Syqndicate indicates.the need of per- 
manent accommodation in this district 
in the near future. If all grades were 
included in the Sgndicate Avenue 
school there would be about the same 
number of pupils to take care of as 
are now being taken care of at Peace 
Avenue. It will be* a@Visable to con- 
sider the question ‘of permanent ac- 
commodation in the East End judg- 
ing by the growth of school popula- 
tion in this district. 

A very decided increase has taken 
place in the High School enrolment 
due doubtless to the excellent work 
done in the graduation classes of the 
Public Schools last year. 

The tender of Ross Bros. for hard- 
ware required in. the; Oliver School 
was accepted. The amount of their 
tender, which was the lowest of two 


tenders submitted, was $1,340. The 
contract for installing outside fire 
escapes at the Oliver School was 


awarded to Fuller & Puyne, the am- 
ount of whose tender was $715.

USE OF COMMON SENSE: 


Timid Financiers Severely Scored by 
Well-Known Railroader—No Rea- | 
son for Fears of Financial Men, 
He Says, x 


St. Paul, Sept. 15—James J. Hill, 


the railroad magnate, cannot see why 
the business men of the country 
should at present fear to engage in 
new enterprises, nor can he see any 
reason whatever for the semi-paraly- 
sis which is gradually creeping over 
the United States. 

“It's only a senseless lack of confid- 
ence,” says Mr. Hill. 


“And why this lack of confidence? 
Some man, somewhere, has grown 
timid over something or other, and has 
cried ‘boo’ at his neighbor, His neigh- 
bor probably Jumped and the next fel- 
low took fright without knowing why 
he was frightened. And 80 on. 

“It's just like a flock of sheep. If 
one starts to run, every sheep in the 
flock will follow, even if they die for 
it.” 

“During the big National Conserva- 
tion congress we have talked about 
conserving water and conserving land;
